Heisenberg Dead, 74, 
Helped Father A-Bomb 


MUNICH, We*t Germany 
(UPI) — Nobel Prize winner 
Prof. Werner Heisenberg, one 
of the father* of the atomic 
bomb whom the nazis at­ 
tacked because of hi* friend­ 
ship with Jewish physicist Al­ 
bert Einstein, is dead at the 
the age of 74. 
Heisenberg, who died in his 
home 
at 
Munich 
Sunday, 
devloped the new theory of 
quantum mechanics when he 
was 26 and, two years later, 
added his uncertainty princi­ 
ple. 
Together, these ironed out 
the irritating inconsistencies 
in the earlier quantum theory 
of radiated energy developed 
by the late German physicist 
Max Planck, and opened the 
door to development of the 
nuclear bomb. 


Until Heisenberg, classical 
mechanics believed exact cal­ 
cu latio n s to be p o ssib le. 
Heisenberg’s uncertainty prin­ 
ciple — which replaced exact 
calculations with probability 
calculations — said it is im­ 
possible to specify with pre­ 
cision both the position and 
momentum of a particle at any 
given moment. An increase in 


the precision of one meas­ 
urement of one reduces the 
precision of the other, 
Heisenberg, who won the 
Nobel Prize in 19 32, went to 
the University of Berlin in 
19 41 and a year later also 
became director of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Institute of physics 
where he headed a group of 
German scientists doing wart­ 
ime atomic research to con­ 
struct a nuclear pile. 


But Hitler, who could not 
forgive 
Heisenberg’s 
friend­ 
ship with his Jewish colleague 
Einstein, had more trust in his 
W e h rm a ch t 
ta n k s 
and 
Luftwaffe and denied the nu­ 
clear project the necessary 
funds and the Americans won 
the atomic race. 


After Germany's collapse in 
19 45 and the resulting division 
of 
the 
nation, 
Heisenberg 
argued that small states such 
as West Germany could best 
assure their security by re­ 
nouncing nuclear weapons. 
Heisenberg refused to do any 
more work on them, devoting 
his time instead to peaceful 
application of nuclear energy.

“ The bill would have lifted the unfair burden from the 
shoulders of the average taxpayers who are subsidizing the 
inappropriate use of certain land owned by religious and other 
non-profit organizations,” Hinchey explained. 


Pointing out that many thousand acres of land have been 
removed from the tax rolls by the W atchtower (Jehovah's 
W itness) Society, in the Town of Shawangunk, Savago and 
Roach said " it is causing undue hardship on residents of 
Shawangunk and the county.”

Th is time Miranda was th e victim instead of 
th e accused, killed by a h ooked knife in th e 
ch est in a barroom figh t over a $‘2 card game. 
American p olicemen h ave carried th e cards 
zince Miranda won a landmark Sup reme Court 
ruling June 13, 19 6 6 , th at p olice must advise 
susp ects of th eir constitutional righ ts at th e 
time of arrest. 


Miranda h imself h ad h eard th e standard 
arrest litany — “You h ave th e righ t to remain 
silent, y ou h ave th e righ t to counsel, etc.” — 
wh en h e was taken into custody in July , 19 74, 
for p arole violation. 
Two officers read th e “Miranda card" — one 
in English , th e oth er in Sp anish — to 
Rodriguez, 23, wh o allegedly h anded th e knife 
to Miranda's killer in a brawl Saturday nigh t. 
He was booked on susp icion of murder. 
Police were search ing for th e oth er susp ect, 
believed to be a Mex ican citizen and p ossibly 
an illegal alien. 
Detective Sgt. Glenn Kenner said a witness 
told p olice Miranda “th ough t th ey were ding a 
number on h im — th ey were ch eating h im with 
th e cards.”

"Then, we will continu e to poison the atmosphere and 
create arou nd MPLA a climate of total insecu rity . No one, 
and the ex ample of the U.S.A. in Vietnam is signifcant, can 
resist the gu errilla." 
Western military observ ers said the allies cou ld pu rsu e a 
bu sh war in Angola — one of Africa's biggest and most 
sparsely popu lated nations — for y ears. 


"The situ aton in some way s might be compared to the 
colonial era with MPLA su bstitu ting for the Portu gu ese and 
the two other mov ements again for the gu errillas," one 
observ er said. 
"The MPLA like the Portu gu ese don’t hav e the manpower 
to police su ch a large nation and cru sh gu errillas who hav e 
the su pport of the local popu lation as UNITA (National 
Union) and FNLA (National Front) obv iou sly do in their 
respectiv e territories.” 
The battlefield situ ation represents a complete rev ersal 
from only a month ago when allied forces appeared on the 
v erge of captu ring the Marx ist-held capital of Lu anda. 


The tu rnarou nd was accomplished by a massiv e infu sion 
of Sov iet military aid, perhaps $200 million worth, the 
emergency airlift of 10,000 Cu ban troops to su pport the 
Popu lar Mov ement and, finally , the loss of nerv e and 


confidence of the Sou th Africans, 
It was the miniscu le Sou th African force of 1,200 troops 
which spearheaded the National Union driv e late last y ear 
on Lu anda which almost toppled the Popu lar Mov ement. 
It has largely been the still small force of Cu bans which 
has now driv en the National Front ou t of the north and 
threatens the National Union front line in the sou th. 
The Sou th African withdrawal has been greeted with relief 
in Sou th Africa itself bu t commentator* hav e been q u ick to 
point ou t fu tu re hazard* if the Popu lar Mov ement is 
v ictoriou s.

“T hat’s the way we got 
started,” Heath said. “It was 
pu rely by accident. A cou ple of 
day s later we got a call from 
someone who had fou nd an 
inju red sea gu ll. Then some­ 
one showed u p with an inju red 
pelican." 
The sanctu ary now gets as 
many as 16 0 calls a day . It has 
nu rsed hu ndreds of birds back 
to health and released them to 
the wild.

Fischer has worked u nder 
A m erican C ancer Society 
sponsorship since 196 6 to find 
a reliable way to grow the 
blood cancer cells ou tside the 
body . His is one of the longest 
continu ou s 
cancer 
research 
grants in the cou ntry . 
Many y ears ago, while af­ 
filiated with Yale Univ ersity , 
he perfected a method of grow­ 
ing leu kemia cells from mice in 
a test tu be. 


His artificial mediu m helped 
make it possible to treat ev ery 
form of leu kemia fou nd in 
mice and is widely u sed by 
researchers 
throu ghou t 
the 
world. 


Working in a modem base­ 
ment laboratory which pre­ 
v iou sly was the nu rses’ basket­ 
ball cou rt at Roger Williams 
Hospital, Fischer is testing dif­ 
ferent combinations he hopes 
will allow growth of hu man 
leu kemia cells in an artificial 
mediu m. 


“T hat’s going to be it in 
hu man leu kemia. It is going to 
cu t y ears off of fu tu re treat­ 
ment time and dru g design," 
said Fischer, a silv ery -haired, 
scholarly looking Ph.D. with a 
backgrou nd in genetics and 
biochemistry .

To date he 
has only been able to keep 
them aliv e for 24 to 48 hou rs.

“Wh at Hoov er did,” Powers writes, 
“was to infiltrate th e action detectiv e 
story ." Th e action detectiv e story , as 
opposed to th e Edgar Allan Poe, Ellery 
Qu een, Doroth y Say ers tradition, is a 
lowerdass, more popu lar morality epic 
wh ich concentrates, not on th e intellec­ 
tu al penetration of clu es, bu t th e sy mbol­ 
ic ch ase and defeat of ev il by a figu re 
embody ing goodness,stability and v irtu e. 
Th e action h ero is Nick Carter. Dick 
Tracy , Ch arlie Ch an and Jam es Bond. 
Hoov er’s propensity for arranging good 
news cov erage for h imself h as often been 
remarked u pon, bu t Powers is th e first to 
docu ment th e m an’s inv asion of popu lar 
my th ology by melding h imself and th e 
Bu reau to fiction. By th e early ‘30s th ere 
was already an FBI fiction sh ow on radio., 
named "G-M en,” it began with an an­ 
nou ncer say ing, “Calling th e police! Call­ 
ing th e G-Men! Calling all Americans to 
war on th e u nderworld!” 
Th e nex t radio sh ow was “Th e FBI in 
Peace And W ar,” after wh ich came "Top 
Secrets of th e FBI” and "I Was a Com­ 
mu nist for th e FBI.” as well as “Th is Is 
You r 
FBI," 
wh ich 
Hoov er 
produ ced 
h imself. Mov ing along into telev ision, 
"Th e FBI" sh ow made Efrem Zimbalist 
Jr. so mu ch th e qu intessential agent th at 


long-standing requ irement th at appli 
cants ‘look like agents' more specific: h e 
began to demand th at th ey conform to th e 
‘Zimmy image.’ “ 
Bu bble Gu m Heroes 
Hoov er's injection of h imself and h is 
agency into th e realm of fiction and 
imagination was pu rposefu l. He h ad 
writer

th rou gh 
th e 
Bu reau ’s files to get material for th e FBI 
comic strip, “War on Crime,” wh ich went 
along with th e 19 30’s bu bble gu m card 
series called “G-Men and Heroes of th e 
Law.” If th e kids didn't want to trade G- 
Men cards, th ey cou ld stu dy th e back of 
th eir Post Toasties' cereal box wh ere th ey 
cou ld read abou t th e Melv in Pu rv is G- 
Man G-Man Law and Order Patrol. 
Pu rv is was Hoov er’s assistant in th ose 
day s.) 
Th ere were mov ies with ou t nu mber. 
Powers lists th e titles of some of th e more 
famou s ones: “You Can’t Get Away with 
It." “Th e Hou se on 9 2nd Street," “ Walk 
East on Beacon" and “Th e FBI Story .” 
Th ere were also tbe pu lps: G-Men Detec­ 
tiv e Magazine, th e Feds and F.B.I. Detec­ 
tiv e magazines. 
As J. Edgar was ch anging h imself from 
a cop and th e Bu reau from a h u mdru m 
gov ernment office into mth ology , it came 
to be less and less important th at th e FBI 
wasn't terribly good at catch ing crooks. In 
fact. Hoov er was nev er enth u siastic abou t 
crook catch ing; h e resisted ev ery ' effort 
from FDR's to Nix on’s time to ex pand th e 
FBI’s responsibility and tu rn it into a 
national police force. 
He u nderstood th at th e real im ­ 
portance of th e FBI was simply to be 
eternally present, perpetu ally engaged in 
th e h eroics of good winning ov er ev il, th e 
u nify ing sy mbol of stability , family , flag 
and fair play . 
Powers qu otes Hix iv er as once defining 
democracy as “th e dictatorsh ip of th e 
collectiv e conscience of th e people.” It 
was th at conscience h e was defending, not 
by arresting real malefactors, bu t being 
realer th en real and bigger th an big th e 
only way th at can be done . . . by ru ling 
th e imagination.

How does one stay cheerfu l in a world whose 
stp idities seem to mu ltip ly ? Faith is the only 
answer I know, faith that there is nothing new 
abou t scarcity of wisdom and hu mane leadership 
amongst u s, and, faith that we hav e su rv iv ed 
ev en greater shortages than we are su ffering from 
now. 
Of cou rse, I env y my father, whose actine life 
as civ il engineer, beginning when he gradu ated 
from Yale’s Sheffield Scientific School in 1880, 
was u ndistu rbed by a major world conflict u ntil 
World War I began. His faith was in the benefi­ 
cence of reason, ap p lied in how own free land had 
su ch a solid fou ndation. 
Politicians might be crooked, bu t time would 
alway s ex p ose them and meanwhile the world 
would continu e in balance and, ov er all, to solv e 
its p roblems with good sense and inv entiv eness. 
His faith was in facts and in common sense—and 
in his cou ntry men’s dedication to basic honesty . 
Was I brainwashed bey ond redemp tion by him, 
and by the world he brou ght me into? Obv iou sly 
I can' answer that objectiv ely , bu t I can testify 
that the faith he gav e me I still p ossess. And I 
still p ossess it after leading a v ery ,v ery different 
life than his. 
A first World War washed ov er me when I was 
an u ndergradu ate—and a first disillu sionment 
with the u niv ersality of common sense followed 
on its heels. 
I swam throu gh the idiocies of the twenties to 
be washed u p on the shores of a world-engu lfing 
dep ression. And what did that end u p in? 
Another war to end all wars. Again it was won 
by ou r side bu t this tim e only to start a world 
engu lfing cold war that made ev en less sense than 
the hot ones had. 
So what p rice Faith now? Bu t, damn it, mine 
is still there. I still believ e in the basic good will 
and common sense tha t’s kep t this cou ntry 
together for two hu ndred y ears—and that whn 
and as things get tou gh enou gh, this nation can 
and will rise to the occasion. And may be I hav e 
more right to my Faith than my father had to his, 
ju st becau se history tested it more in my activ e 
lifetime than in his. 
To the generations that are now inheriting the 
messy world I su rv iv ed in—somehow—I can only 
say “ hang on to what Faith y ou still hav e and, 
for Heav ens and y ou r own sake, begin again u sing 
y ou r heads to set things straight.’’ 
I take a p art of that last p hrase from my father’s 
early brain washing. W hen—as often—I rev ealed 
my stu p idity or inep tness to him, his standard 
resp onse was not sy mp athy bu t the cooly giv en 
adv ice “u se y ou r head, boy , use y ou r head.” 
I’m still for each and ev ery one of us taking it. 
To tinker with a more famou s p hrase: We hav e 
nothing to fear bu t not u sing the brains God gav e 
u s, we still free Americans.

Unio n Ro le in Po litical Scene Jeo pardized 


When the bigwigs of the AFL-CIO meet at Bal 
Harbou r, Fla., in a cou p le of weeks, the u nofficial 
agenda, dominating the closed sessions and the 
coffee room tete-a-tetes, will focu s on the consu m­ 
mate nerv e of a hitherto u nknown U.S. district 
cou rt ju dge in sou thern California named Leland 
Nielsen. 
This brash m an’s ru ling in a u nion p olitical 
sp ending case has p u t a legal clamp on p ractically 
ev ery thing that labor leaders might wish to do with 
any of their money that is forcibly collected. The 
“no-noes" cov er the waterfront, whether it is p u t­ 
ting u p money for a p residential candidate or 
p rov iding a delegate with p ocket money for a 
Florida conv ention. 
The Nielsen decision came in something known as 
the Ellis-Fails case, in which a grou p of Western Air 
Lines emp loy es and “agency shop ” comp u lsory 
du es p ay ers brou ght an action against the Broth­ 
erhood of Railway , Airline and Steamship Clerks for 
what, in the cou rt’s legal langu age, constitu tes “a 
breach of fidu ciary du ty of fair rep resentation.” 
This means that the disaffected u nion and agency 
shop du es p ay ers hav e had their rights u nder the 
First Amendment v iolated by leaders who hav e 
disdained asking the indiv idu al member’s p er­ 
mission to use money p olitically . 


W hat makes the decision so intolerable to the 
u nions as they are girding for the 19 7 6 p olitical 
camp aign is the sweep ing finality of Ju dge Nielsen’s 
words. The ju dge allows a u nion to do only one thing 
with comp u lsorily raised money and that is to use 
it for p u rp oses connected with collectiv e bargaining.

There is an old story abou t the lion 
cu b that was lost from his mother 
and as he wandered abou t try ing to 
find her he stray ed into a flock of 
sheep . He liv ed with the sheep and 
he p lay ed with them. As far as the 
cu b was concerned he was one of the 
sheep becau se he didn’t know the 
difference. 
The weeks and months rolled by 
and the lion grew large and strong. 
Then one day , as he was milling 
arou nd with the sheep , he heard a 
thu nderou s roar echoing down across 
the meadow. He looked u p and there 
in the distant sky line he saw a full 
grown lion standing p rou dly with his 
shaggy head held high. The sheep 
were frightened and began to ru n 
away bu t the y ou ng lion stood still 
for a moment as he watched the 
mighty king of beasts standing on 
the hill. And then he realized that 
he was not a lamb, he was a lion and 
he belonged wth the king of the 
ju ngle. He answered with a mighty 
roar and ran to the top of the hill to 
join the great lion. 
The essence of this story has a 
striking p arallel to the liv es of many 
men and women today , p eop le who 


hav e tremendou s p otential ability 
with which they cou ld easily m u lti­ 
p ly , by manifold, the abu ndance of 
their liv es. Bu t they let the lion sleep 
within 
themselv es as they 
mill 
arou nd in the meadow with the 
sheep , nev er realizing their trem en­ 
dou s p otential p ower. Many sp end 
their liv es in the dru dgery of some 
sort of menial work which they dis- 
p ise, when they cou ld ju st as well do 
something they wou ld enjoy , some­ 
thing whch wou ld be . mu ch more 
p rofitable to them . They go throu gh 
life, day after day , env y ing others 
who seem to be more fortu nate, bu t 
they do nothing to enhance their 
own circu mstances. Oh, y es, they 
wish and they hop e for a better life 
and dream abou t what is going to 
hap p en sometime off ou t in the 
distant fu tu re, bu t they only wish 
and hop e and dream, they take no 
action. 
Fortu nate are they who come to

The Nielsen list leav es nothing to inference. 
Unless a forced du es p ay er giv es his ex p ress p er­ 
mission, his money can’t be u sed for u nion organiz­ 
ing and recru iting p u rp oses. It can’t be sent to 
Washington to be u sed either in su p p ort of or in 
op p osition to p ending or ex isting legislativ e meas­ 
u res. It can’t p ay the bills for u nion p u blications in 
which su bstantial cov erage is dev oted to general 
news, recreational and social activ ities, p olitical 
and legislativ e m atters and cartoons. It can’t be 
sliced u p for charities. And it can’t be u sed to p ay 
for conv entions in which any thing bey ond collectiv e 
bargaining p u rp oses are on the agenda. 
The odd and horrify ing thing from AFL-CIO 
President George Meany ’s p oint of v iew is that the 
u nions can’t get a temp orary stay by immediately 
ap p ealing the case. Ju dge Nielsen’s ru ling is what 
is known as an interlocu tory su mmary ju dgment. It 
holds as the absolu te law of the land u ntil the 
damages to the p rotesting air line workers hav e been 
settled. These mu st wait on the trial p hase of the 
litigation. The whole bu siness will su rely take six 
months, and may be eight or 10.

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Free Ho me Hea lth Ca re Is a Revela tio n

In the bark of many oldsters’ 
minds is a fear of being ill and 
living alone or of living with a 
spouse who cannot provide 
care and attention at home. 
There is the frightening 
thought of being in stitu ­ 
tionalized 
away from one's 
home, family and friends with 
the 
loss of one’s identity, 
dignity 
and 
independence. 
The recent scandalous dis­ 
closures of conditions in many 
nursing homes has further ac­ 
celerated this fear. 
But is confinement in a nurs­ 
ing home or hospital alwavs 
necessary'1 Unfortunately, too 
few people know there is a free 
Home 
Health Care 
service 
a v a ila b le under S o c ia l 
Security’s Medicare program 
which can forestall and some­ 


times even eliminate the need 
to wind up in a nursing home 
or a hospital. 
I read many newspapers, 
magazines, 
pamphlets 
and 
other material from H EW and 
other government agencies. I 
thought I knew almost every­ 
thing important relating to the 
older generation, But 1 confess 
I learned only recently about 
Home Health Care Service 
which 
is 
available free of 
charge to Medicare patients. 
Many of us (and count me in) 
seldom read the fine print in 
contracts or insurance policies, 
and, in this case, the 62-page 
booklet called "Your Medicare 
Handbook" issued by H EW 
and available without charge 
at Social Security and other 
government offices. 
During the past few years in 


many states, including New 
York, California, Pennsylva­ 
nia and Florida, non-profit 
agencies funded under the So­ 
cial Security Act for Medicare 
patients supply many medical 
and personal rare services in 
the patient’s home under Med­ 
icare regulations and in coop­ 
eration with the patient's per­ 
sonal physician. Florida alone 
has approximately 36 such 
non-profit Home Health Agen­ 
cies in operation. 
It is NOT necessary to have 
been hospitalized in order to 
receive home health care ser­ 
vices in your home. Anyone, 
including the patient himself, 
a member of his family or his 
physician may request these 
services but it must be done in 
cooperation with the patient’s 
physician. 


Under Medicare A (where 
the patient has been hospi­ 
talized) he is entitled to 200 
home care visits in a year. 
Under 
Medicare 
B 
(where 
there is no prior hospi­ 
talization) 100 visits. There is 
NO C H A R G E to the patient 
for these services that are ap­ 
proved by the patient’s physi­ 
cian because it is funded by 
Medicare. 
There is one provision, how­ 
ever. The patient must have 
met his $00 deductible. Also to 
be eligible for free home care, 
a patient must be under the 


care of his personal physician. 
And with the ever-spiraling 
cost of physicians’ fees, in all 


probability this $60 already 
would have been met. Where 
this is not so the $60 would 
have to be paid to the home 
care agency and thereafter all 


home care visits and services 
are free of any charge. Here are 
the free services that are avail­ 
able: 
skilled 
nursing 
care, 
physical therapy, speech ther­ 
apy, occupatioal therapy, res­ 
piratory therapy, home nurs­ 
ing aides, medical social work 
counseling, 
nutritional 
gui­ 
dance and medical supplies 
and equipment. 
The staffs of these non-profit 
agencies are skilled in their 
particular fields and function 
as members of a "Treatment 


Team." Frequent conferences 
are held to evaluate constantly 
the patient's needs and pro­ 
gress, and in consultation with 
thepatient’s physician, with 
the common goal 
the physi­ 
cal, mental and social well­ 
being of the patient. Anyone 
eligible under Medicare re­ 
gardless of economic status is 
entitled 
to 
these 
services 
There also are incidentals cov­ 
ered such as cooking meals, 
bathing, incidental household 
chores, etc., but these are 
available only where the pa­ 
tient needs skilled nursing or 
therapy. After 60 days of home 
care, the doctor must re-certitv 
the need for continued home 
care service. 


Where a palient is in need of 
custodial care, which in their 
parlance means constant or 
24-hour care, the Home Health 
Agency which is providing the 
aforementioned services, then 
will assist the patient in find­ 
ing suitable placement and 
follow-up care. 
We hear re|>orts about Social 
S e cu rity gradually going 
broke. It costs Medicare a)w>ut 
$125 a day to keep a patient 
hospitalized and a substantial 
amount to keep him in a nurs 
ing home. The exjiense for the 
Horn ( ’are Service costs Medi­ 
care about $25 a day. Patients 
could be released from hospi­ 
tals sooner or, in some cases, 
even avoid having to go into a 


hospital or nursing home if 
this Home ( ’are Service were 
made known and available. 
A word of advice: If someone 
needs this Home (’are Service, 
even your doctor may not lie 
familiar with it. So let your 
fingers do the walking through 
the yellow pages of your tele­ 
phone book to the section 
listed 
under 
nursing. 
Bui 
make sure you contact the 
ones that 
say "Non-profit" 
and "Under Medicare and So­ 
cial Security." 
And if these free Medicare 
services aren't 
available in 
your part of the country, find 
out why not. You're entitle to 
them. 
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Scho o l Eye Tests Ina d eq ua te

Eight-year-old Ruth, a 
bright, active child dreaded 
school. She p a rticu la rly 
shunned reading and drawing 
and couldn’t wait to burst out 
of the classroom, don her play- 
clothes and spend the rest of 
the afternoon outside. Ruth 
complained of headaches now 
and 
then 
but 
her 
mother 
thought that was just an ex­ 
cuse to stay home from school. 
It never occurred to Ruth’s 
mother th~.t Ruth might have 
a vision problem. She was un­ 
der the impression that Ruth's 
eyes had 
been checked at 
school. 
What Ruth's mother and 
lots of other parents don’t 
know is that school eye tests 
are grossly inadequate. The 
familiar eye chart examination 
tests only for sharpness of vi­ 
sion at a distance. It does not 
check for problems in seeing at 
close range or defects in coor­ 
dination of the two eyes, or 
other vision impairments. 
These are not the opinions of 
a few scattered optometrists 
but the collective view of th 
American Optometric Associa­ 
tion. The group reminds pa­ 
rents to be on the lookout for 
sym ptom s of vision d if­ 
ficulties. 
The changes in 
behavior 
may be obvious — such as com 
plaints of dizziness, nausea or 
headaches after studying. But 
they are just as likely to be 
subtle — a slight squint or 
forward thrust of the head. 


and inability to concentrate on 
a visual task, a strong prefer­ 
ence for outdoor activities. 
A child who trips or falls 
over objects frequently or one 
who performs p<xirly on ac­ 
tivities such as reading or col­ 
oring, activities which require 
visual 
concentration 
within 
arm’s length, may be in need 
of a comprehensive vision ex­ 
amination. 
The cost of such an ex­ 
amination ranges from $15 to 
$35 — more than a Ken or GI 
Joe doll, but less than a Big 
Wheel. Unlike the purchase of 
toys, clothes or treats, or even 
books on how to increase your 
child's I.Q., this is one invest­ 
ment that could dramatically 
alter your child's potential. 
Don’t wait for your son or 
daughter to complain about 
not seeing clearly. While some 
children may realize they have 
vision problems, m<»st people 
— young and old alike — 
simply don’t know they are not 
seeing as well as they could. 
Some vision difficulties are 
treated by vision therapy rath­ 
er than eye glasses. But if 
glasses are prescribed, ch<*)se 
a pair which uppeals to your 
child. Otherwise they simply 
won’t be worn. 
Now that you are aware of 
the failings of the typical 
school eye exam, you may 
want to alert yourself to the 
signs and symptoms of vision 
problems. 
A pamphlet called “ Check 
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Your Child’s Vision" is avail­ 
able free of charge from the 
Public Information Division of 
the American Optometric As­ 
sociation, 7000 Chippewa St., 
St. l^ouis.

You may also want to ask for 
a copy of another pamphlet. 
"Your Child's First Vision Ex­ 
amination", which hel|ts pa­ 
rents prepare young children 
who are going to have their 
eyes checked. 
Of course, there are those 
cases of children who over­ 
come their vision handicaps or 
are pushed to greater heights 
by them. At the age of six, 
James Thurber was hit in the 
eye by an arrow during a game

Thurber 
went on to create Wlter M itty 
and a series of loyal dogs, 
beleagured husbands and ov­ 
erbearing wives that

people laugh out loud in the 
midst of the Great Depression. 
We don't know how much 
this early handicap had to do 
with his later greatness. What 
we do know is t hat if Thurber’s 
mother had taken him to a 
specialist belore his good eye 
was weakened, Thurber would 
have avoided a life of poor 
vision and finally total blind­ 
ness.

I am not an advocate of 
vegetarianism. However, I re­ 
alize there exi*t strong re­ 
ligious convictions which rec­ 
oncile thousands of persons to 
a meatless diet. And I have no 
intention of attempting to con­ 
vert them to a meat diet 
(although I shall suggest fo o d s 
that can increase the amount 
of high-protein in such a diet 
without materially increasing 
the bulk). 
A ll too frequently, en­ 
thusiastic vegetarians will 
convert to their way of eating, 
others whose health may ac­ 
tually be endangered by this 
low-protein diet, and who have 
no strong religious convictions 
to prevent their adopting a 
more youth-protecting diet. It 
is to these fad vegetarians that 
any efforts at conversion in 
this chapter are principally 
directed. 
My wife told me not long ago 
of a couple who unloaded 24 
packages 
of 
macaroni 
and 
spaghetti from their basket 
onto the checker’s counter in a 
large supermarket. 
“ We’re 
vegetarians," 
the 
woman said to the checker, 
evidently by way of explana­

High-Stareh Dishes Bad 
That’s exactly the danger 
point in most vegtarian diets. 
High-starch dishes take the 
place of high-protein foods. 
And the protein obtained from 
lentils, legumes, soybeans and 
nuts is neither a complete pro­ 
tein nor ample enough 
to 
counter balance all the pure 
starches eaten to satisy hun­ 
ger. Actually, many vegetarian 
diets are nothing more nor less 
than bilogically unsound high- 
starch diets.

Any 
putrefaction that takes place 
in the intestinal tract usually 
results from half-digested 
starches in a digestive sstem 
th at is overloaded w ith 
carbohydrates.

starvation, with its accompa­ 
nying dangers to your health 
and to your desire to avoid 
growing old too soon, merely to 
avoid a vague disorder, not 
scientifically established. 
Properly cooked meats do 
not implant germs in the body. 
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tarians fall into three classes: 
The first group includes those 
who live mostly on fruits and 
nuts, and regard all animal 
food as physically degenerat­ 
ing and morally debasing. 
The second group objects to 
eating animal flesh, eit.ier for 
religious or moral reasons, but 
includes all vegetable foods, in 
addition to fruits and nuts. 
The third group is composed of 
dieters known as "lacto-vege- 
tarians,” that is, they are per­ 
mitted all vegetable foods plus 
milk, milk products and eggs, 
although 
no 
animal 
flesh, 
either because of sentimental 
reasons or because of a false 
notion that a meatless diet 
makes for better health. 


Large Quantities Needed 
In the first two groups — 
those eating nothing except 
fruits and nuts, and those eat­ 
ing these foods together with 
all vegetables — enormous 
quantities of plant foods must 
be consumed to provide even a 
minimum of the body's daily 
protein requirement. After a 
time, the 
human digestive 
tract is likely to have trouble 
taking care of so much bulk. 
The “ lacto-vegetarians" are 
merely non-meat eaters. Since 
they are obtaining high-grade 
protein from eggs, cheese and 
other milk products, theirs is 
by far the safest vegetarian 
diet, providing they are careful 
to supply their bodies with the 
minerals and vitamins, in con­ 
centrated form, which they 
miss by not eating fish, poultry 
or red meats. 
One predjudice against meat 
grew up in the old days when 
a mistaken theory was ad­ 
vanced that “ dangerous and 
toxic effects of putrefying bac­ 
teria in the lower intestine” 
was a result of eating meat. 
Nothing, of course, could be

Using skim milk powder lib­ 
erally in cooked and uncooked 
foods is a splendid way of 
fortifying a diet with extra 
protein. 
One advantage of a high- 
protein diet is that you can eat 
less in bulk, yet be well- 
nourished, whereas the aver­ 
age high-starch diet overloads 
the stomach, placing a severe 
strain on a no-longer-quite-so- 
young heart.

I he hop is the l is te r Sm ith-D anny Kay e grou p reaching 
an agreem ent with the leagu e on the pu rchase price of the 
franchise, the skip is the Sm ith-K ay e grou p secu ring a lease 
on a stadiu m , and the one big ju m p is a dismissal in the 
m u lti-m illion dollar lawsu it u nderway in Seattle against the 
Am erican leag u e for depriv ing the city of its initial team . 
The American le a g u e presented the three conditions to 
S m ith, who was in New York representing the six -m an grou p 
seeking to bring m ajor leagu e baseball back to Seattle. O ther 
m em bers of the grou p inclu de actor D anny Kav e and S eattle 
bu sinessm en W alter Schoenfeld, S tan Golu b, Jim W alsh 
and Jim Stillwell. 
Sm ith rem ained noncom m ital abou t the possibility of his 
grou p m eeting the Am erican Leagu e conditions, com m ent­ 
ing, "There are a fair nu m ber of contingencies in this. There 
are legal ram ifications and accou nting to be worked ou t.” 
Althou gh the principals made it sou nd as if the ex pansion 
offer was a su dden mov e, the Am erican ly eagu e had 
disclosed its plans to offer the franchise to Seattle two weeks 
ago at the baseball m eetings in Phoenix when it endorsed 
the recom m endation of the joint leagu e planning com m ittee 
for ex pansion. 
The American leag u e's plan to ex pand stem s directly 
from the m illiv v -dollar lawsu it cu rrently being fou ght in a 
S eattle cou rt as a resu lt of the shifting of the Seattle Pilots 
to Milwau kee in 19 70.

Certainly, the Ohio State team of the early 
Sixties, whose Big Fen record the Hoosiers 
broke, is one of the great teams against 
whom all others must be measured. 
That Ohio State team, which included

Knight, won 27 straight Big Ten games. 
Coach Bobby Knight’s Hoosiers erased 
that mark with their romp over Wisconsin.

M IAM I (U PI) — Judy Rankin says she has always been 
a slow starter on the LPGA tour, but it was really depressing 
when she took an eight on the First hole of 1976. 
At the beginning of the $40,000 Burdines Invitational Golf 
Classic last Friday, she drilled a seven iron so deep into a 
sand trap she couldn’t find the ball. After finally locating 
it, her sand shot went straight up and hit her club on the 
way down for a penalty stroke. 
“ What a way to start off my year. I was really depressed," 
she said. 
But she rallied that day for a 73, added a 69 Saturday and 
on Sunday shot a wind-blown 71 to win the tournament’s 
$5,700 First prize. 
It was her first victory in Florida and her First so early in 
the season. 
Rankin managed a steady round Sunday despite heavy 
rains that caused two delays, totaling an hour and a half, 
and near gale-force winds that sent scores soaring. 
"I think I used my head well, deciding what the wind was 
going to do and in choosing my clubs," Rakkin said. 
Her "213 put her three shots ahead of Pat Bradley, a 
second-year pro who spent much of the day in the lead but 
skied to a 74-216 by shooting a pair of sevens on the back 
nine. 
Another shot back was Jane Blalock, who fired a 76 for 
217, and all alone at 218 was LPG A all-time money leader 
Kathy Whitworth, who had a 77 over the par 72 Kendale 
Lakes Country Club course. 
Rankin’s win at this first event of the 1976 LPGA tour was 
her 16th in 13 years as a pro. Last year she won once and 
finished second eight times, earning $74,000. 
In addition to sending the scores soaring, the wind slowed 
play considerably. With the two rain delays, Rankin’s 
threesome—the last on the course— Finished the round in 
darkness. 
“ I wear prescription glasses and I could see the flag well 
enough to aim for it,” Rankin said. “ But on the 17th and 
18th holes, it was tough to judge distances. 
“ I think I learned my lesson. I wear photo-gray lenses and 
they’re supposed to clear up but they didn’t. I think 1 might 
switch to clear,” she said. 
On the par three, 17th hole she could see well enough to 
lay a three-iron off the tee three feet from the cup. She made 
the putt for a birdie and clinched the win. 
Bradley had led by two strokes after her birdie three on 
the 12th hole, but the second-year pro ran into disauter off 
the tee on No. 13. She snaphooked her drive into the water 
and three-putted for a triple bogey seven. 
After two birdies on 14 and 15, she again found the water 
off the tee on the par Five 17th and took a double bogey 
which locked her into second place.

Department of Au dit and Control a week earlier are rev ealed 
m th e foot notes of th e agency 's annu al report — a colorfu l, slick 
pu b lication made pu b lic Friday . 
In order to try to restore inv estor confidence and regain access 
to th e money markets for th e agency , Mu rph y proposed th at 
th e legislatu re: 
— Appropriate a $40 million loan to th e agency to retire 
ou tstanding b ond anticipation notes. In essence, th e state 
wou ld finance th e completion of certain programs for wh ich th e 
HFA is u nab le to b orrow. 
— Appropriate $30 million to create a b ond reserv e insu rance 
fu nd so th at th e HFA wou ld h av e immediate access, with ou t 
need for fu rth er legislativ e action, to money to replenish reserv e 
fu nds req u ired b y law. 
A report Jan. 26 b y state Comptroller Arth u r Lev itt noted 
th at two HFA projects, Co-op City and Roch dale Village in 
New York City , h ad defau lted on pay ment of th eir deb t serv ice 
du e to rent strikes b y tenants in th e pu b lic h ou sing projects.

KINGSTON 
Robbern* committed in Ulater County during 1976 
jumped nearly 30 per cent over the previous year, and the 
number of ropes reported skyrocketed with a 60 per cent 
increase, a Freeman survey on serious crime indicates. 
Area law enforcement authorities interviewed following 
the compilation of statistics provided by the Kingston Police 
Department, New York State Police and Ulster County 
Sheriffs Department expressed strong concern over the 
increase in violent crimes, particularly robberies

“ Of all crimes on the increase, the one that really is 
frightening is robbery, said Michael Lisman, Senior BCI 
Investigator with the Hurley State Police. He noted that an 
increase in the number of robberies also means a potential 
increase in homicides. 
“ If the victim resists and the robber panics, you could well 
have a homicide," said James Fitzgerald, Ellenville State 
Police senior BC I investigator. 


The fact that homicides (including justifiable homicides, 
but excluding criminal negligent homicides) also increased 
by nearly 30 per cent from 1974 to 1975 is not, however, 
considered indicative of the apparent upswing in violent 
crime, partially because of the relatively small number of 
cases involved and partially because of the plethora of 
factors that can result in a homicide. 


Nevertheless, there is “ very definitely" a trend upward in 
the number of homicides in the county over the past several 
years, according to District Attorney Francis J. Vogt. 


Both Sheriff Thomas F. Mayone and Fitzgerald suggested 
that the increase in robberies could well be due to greater 
difficulty criminals may be having in obtaining what they 
would consider a fair return on property (not cash) taken 
in burglaries and the like. 
“ They are interested in money and in getting it fast," 
commented Mayone, noting that robbery is a way for 
criminals to get cash quickly. The sheriff also noted that 
many may feel they are somewhat immune from capture or 
conviction as a result of current laws. 
The significant jump in the number of rapes is considered 
by most to be mainly a reflection of changes in laws and 
the public attitude toward rapes, and not necessarily as the 
result of an actual increase in rape. 
Vogt noted that the elimination of the absolute necessity 
for corroboration of the victim’s testimony and limits placed 
on cross examination of victims in rape cases has made 
women more willing to come forward and report the sexual 
attacks. 
Both the district attorney and Fitzgerald emphasized, 
however, that a large proportion of the rapes reported 
stemmed from incidents in which female hitchhikers or 
women giving rides to male hitchhikers were involved. 
Burglaries last year continued to far outdistance the 
number of other serious crimes reported, although there was 
a slight decrease from 1974, a decrease which some found 
surprising and which others said was indicative of nothing. 
In the City of Kingston where burglaries dropped sharply 
from 344 reported in 1974 to 298 in 1975, the decrease was 
attributed partially by Police Chief Julius M. Glassman to 
the pmssibility that some persons who committed a large 
number of burglaries were jailed during 1975. 
An increase in the number of grand larceny cases during 
1975 was mainly attributed to the economic situation. 
It should be noted that statistics in the accompanying 
table reflect the number of cases under each category 
reported to the state police in Ulster County and the 
Kingston Police Department for 1974 and 1975, as well as 
the Ulster County Sheriffs Department for only 1975. 
Sheriffs department statistics for 1974 were not available. 
The numbers presented do not include cases reported to 
other police departments in the county, although in most 
instances such cases of serious crime would be referred to 
and carried in the statistics of one of the three major 
departments included in the survey.

Nuke Debate Seen as- 'Mystic 


WASHINGTON, D.C. 


The Atomic Industrial 


Forum (AIF) has suggested 
that the debate over nuclear 
energy has moved "from the 
concrete to the Metaphysical 
and even the mystical" 
because nuclear critics realize 
that safety issues can no longer 
be seriously raised. 


AIF, which lobbies for the 


nuclear industry and widely 
disseminates pro-nuclear in- 
formation, offered that opinion 
in its year-end assessment of 
nuclear energy and the nuclear 
industry. 


While deploring the in- 


trusion of non-scientific argu- 
ments in the nuclear debate, 
AIF offered some harsh 
criticisms of nuclear oppo- 
nents in general. "Stripped of 
the hyperbole that hampers 
rational discussion of such 
phenomena as plutonium safe- 
guards, nuclear waste disposal 
and the one-in-a-million 
chance of: a major accident, it 
appears that the target of the 
critics' case is no longer just 
nuclear power but economic 
growth and established gov- 
e r n m e n t a l 
s y s t e m s 


themselves. 


"The changing complexion 


of the nuclear debate, from the 
concrete to the metaphysical 
and even the mystical, is no 
doubt due to recent technical, 
administrative and judicial 
strides in support of the propo- 
sition that nuclear power is a 
very safe technology indeed." 


AIF also had a few choice 


words for members of Congress 
who have been less than en- 
thusiastic about nuclear 
energy. "Anti-nuclear senti- 
ment in the Congress reached 
an unimpressive high water 
mark (in 1975) on two crucial 
votes—continued develop 


ment of the fast breeder reac- 
tor and extension of the Price- 
Anderson nuclear indemnity 
act— and 
failed 
by wide 


margins to beat them down. A 
steady stream of public opin- 
ion polls uncovered a growing 
reservoir of acceptance of nu- 
clear power." 


AIF conceded that 1975 was 


a gloomy year for the nuclear 
industry, but described the de- 
cline in reactor orders and new 
nuclear units as "superficial." 
It said the industry's con- 
tinued struggle to improve nu- 
clear technology was ham- 
pered by "a cautious federal 
bureaucracy, a skeptical con- 
gress and a clamorous band of 
critics." 


One of the highlights of 1975, 


claimed AIF, was completion 
of the Rasmussen reactor safe- 
ty report, which concluded 
that a major release of radio- 
activity from a reactor would 
occur only once in 100,000 re- 
actor years of operation, and 
that a fuel meltdown has a 
probability of only once in 
17,000 reactor years.

The unidentified police officer then turned 


the keys over to Thomas Sottile who was 
driving the Department of Public Works plow 
clearing North Street. 
. Sottile tried to start the trailer which hadn't 
been turned over since it had been moved some 
three weeks previous. He got it going, briefly, 
said Mrs. Clarke, it lurched three or four feet 
into a snowbank and then conked out. Reported 
efforts to restart it by Sottile proved futile. 


Clarke returned home shortly thereafter, re- 


moved the battery from the vehicle, charged it, 
and tried to start the motor. Still dead. 


Next day a city-hired tow trick came around 


and hauled the camper off to the nearest gas 
station. 


Clarke followed. A mechanic's inspection 


revealed the engine to be destroyed. Repairs 
came to $427 and the Clarke's have a claim in 
against the city for that amount.

Heisenberg Dead, 74, 
Helped Father A-Bomb 


MUNICH, West Germany 


(UPI) — Nobel Prize winner 
Prof. Werner Heisenberg, one 
of the fathers of the atomic 
bomb whom the nazis at- 
tacked because of his friend- 
ship with Jewish physicist Al- 
bert Einstein, is dead at the 
the age of 74. 


Heisenberg, who died in his 


home at 
Munich Sunday, 


devloped the new theory of 
quantum mechanics when he 
was 26 and, two years later, 
added his uncertainty princi- 
ple. 


Together, these ironed out 


the irritating inconsistencies 
in the earlier quantum theory 
of radiated energy developed 
by the late German physicist 
Max Planck, and opened the 
door to development of the 
nuclear bomb. 


Until Heisenberg, classical 


mechanics believed exact cal- 
culations to be possible. 
Heisenberg's uncertainty prin- 
ciple — which replaced exact 
calculations with probability 
calculations — said it is im- 
possible to specify with pre- 
cision both the position and 
momentum of a particle at any 
given moment. An increase in 


the precision of one meas- 
urement of one reduces trie 
precision of the other. . 


Heisenberg, who won the 


Nobel Prize in 1932, went to 
the University 'of Berlin in 
1941 and a year later also 
became director of the Kaiser 
Wilhelm Institute of physics 
where he headed a group of 
German scientists doing wart- 
ime atomic research to con- 
struct a nuclear pile. 


But Hitler, who could not 


forgive Heisenberg's 
friend- 


ship with his Jewish colleague 
Einstein, had more trust in his 
Wehrmacht 
tanks and 


Luftwaffe and denied the nu- 
clear project the necessary 
funds and the Americans won 
jthe atomic race. 


Alter Germany's collapse in 


1945 and the resulting division 
of the 
nation, Heisenberg 


argued that small states such 
as West Germany could best 
assure their security by re- 
nouncing nuclear weapons. 


Heisenberg refused to do any 


more work on them, devoting 
his time instead to peaceful 
application of nuclear energy.

KINGSTON 


The Watchtower Tract and Bible Society, which owns more 


than $12 million in tax exempt property in Ulster County, 
reportedly may acquire more acreage causing an even greater 
tax loss to the county. 


Legislature Chairman Peter J. Savago (R-Dist.8) and Thom- 


as Roach (R-Dist.8) are asking the Ulster County Legislature 
to once again try and get the New York State Legislature to 
prevent this type of land acquisition or prevent the loss of tax 
revenues. 


Last year the Assembly voted in favor of a bill sponsored by 


Assemblyman Maurice Hinchey (D-lOlst Dist) which would 
allow assessors across the state to re-examine more than $8 
billion in tax-exempt property but it was prevented from 
reaching a vote in the Senate. 


"The bill would have lifted the unfair burden from the 


shoulders of the average taxpayers who are subsidizing the 
inappropriate use of certain land owned by religious and other 
non-profit organizations," Hinchey explained. 


Pointing out that many thousand acres of land have been 


removed from the tax rolls by the Watchtower (Jehovah's 
Witness) Society, in the Town of Shawangunk, Savago and 
Roach said "it is causing undue hardship on residents of 
Shawangunk and the county." 


They are asking the state legislature to prevent the loss of 


tax revenues for all lands now off the tax rolls and any and 
all lands that might be removed in the future. 


Savago and the county legislature have been following the 


progress of legislation in Albany and also the recommendation 
of the Temporary State Commission of State and Local Finance 
which has recommended that local assessors be permitted to 
judge what land should be tax exempt. 


A number of Ulster County officials feel the idea has merit 


considering that there is a total of $72 million in total property 
exemptions in the 20 towns of the county compared with $3.4 
million in Sullivan County. 


About a quarter of the tax exemptions is taken by religious', 


scouting, some educational, historic and patriotic groups. The 
balance is owned by state, town and county governments, fire 
departments, schools and colleges. 


' Watchtower owns three tracts in Shawangunk, one with an 
exempt value of $900,000, another at $10,635,000 and a third 
at $200,000. Of that land, 400 acres is used for buildings, the 
Kingdom Hall and residences but 591 acres are in field crops, 
according to the records of the Ulster County Real Property Tax 
Service Agency. It also has 610 acres in Gardiner. 


This will be the third year in a row that the Ulster County 


Legislature is expressing its displeasure with the tax exempt 
law. 


Richard Decker, executive director of the state commission, 


said that the question of exempted land was given high priority 
as a result of public hearings throughout the state. He said the 
present law grants hundreds of different types of exemptions 
and each time one is granted the burden is shifted to the 
remaining taxpayers.

Soviets Score 
Ford, Kissinger 


MOSCOW (UPI) - The So- 


viet Union has taken the un- 
usual step of personally 
criticizing President Ford and 
Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer for allegedly misleading 
s t a t e m e n t s about the 
Kremlin's Angola policy. 


The 
Soviet news agency 


Tass, in a Sunday dispatch, 
accused Ford of "painting a 
distorted picture," while the 
Communist party newspaper 
Pravda said Kissinger had giv- 
en improper testimony on 
Angola to Congress. 


Tass reported today that 


Party General Secretary 
Leonid I. Brezhnev had per- 
sonally expressed Moscow's 
support for the Popular Move- 
ment for the Liberation of 
Angola and said it was in lins 
with U.N. decisions 


Tass quoted a message that 


Brezhnev sent to participants 
in an international conference 
of solidarity opening today in 
Luanda, capital of the Soviet- 
backed forces in Angola. 


Neither of the articles 


critical of Ford and Kissinger 
was couched in particularly 
harsh terms, considering the 
serious 
differences 
between 


Moscow and Washington over 
the fate of the mineral-rich 
West African nation. 


What was unusual was that 


the Soviet press — which 
Kremlin leaders often use to 
express 
their thinking — 


criticized Ford and Kissinger 
by name, a tactic rarely used. 


The statements came at a 


time when the Soviet Union 
and the United States are in 
the midst of delicate arms con- 
trol talks that brought Kissin- 
ger to Moscow last month for 
talks with Brezhnev. 


In a Washington-datelined 


dispatch, Tass, apparently re- 
ferring to an informal presi- 
dential news conference last 
Friday, said Ford "painted a 
distorted picture of the 
Angolan situation, of the poli- 
cy of the Soviet Union and 
Cuba." 


Pravda said a propaganda 


campaign had been launched 
against Soviet and Cuban pol- 
icy and the United States had 
been "particularly zealous" in 
supporting the campaign.

On one side of the issue 


stand major oil and gas com- 
panies, who see their first op- 
portunity in two decades to 
shake off the hand of govern- 
ment gas price regulation, and 
the congressional forces who 
support them. 


On the other side stand some 


of the top energy experts in the 
House and a new cit-iens' lob- 
by group, the Energy Action 
Committee, which opened its 
attack on the oil industry this 
weekend with a 140-page 
"Natural Gas Factbook" argu- 
ing for continued controls 


Krueger, a Democrat from a 


district rich in oil and gas. is 
offering his permanent decon- 
trol plan as an amendment to 
a related bill 


The proposal would lift con- 


trols immediately from the 
wellhead price of new onshore 
natural gas. It would retain 
controls over all offshore gas 
for five years and would keep 
controls in place for old on- 
shore gas until existing con- 
tracts expire.

He said authorities in Thai- 


land, Mexico, Mississippi and 
Georgia had in recent months 
seized unusally large quanities 
of heroin, cocaine, hashish and 
marijuana that were to be de- 
livered to Aspen. 


Enright blamed the in- 


creased drug traffic in Aspen 
on local law enforcement of- 
ficials who he said "have been 
less than enthusiastic." 


Aspen 
officials, 
however, 


said 
they were concerned 


about the city's drug problem 
but objected to the federal 
drug agency's interference 


"I don't think there is a 


factual basis for the DEA 
claims," said deputy district 
attorney Barry Bryant.

rights " He could remain silent about the 
stabbing of a smalltime hoodlum named 
Ernesto Miranda. 


This was the same Miranda who gave his 


name to the card — and a revolution in police 
procedure — 10 years ago. 


This time Miranda was the victim instead of 


the accused, killed by a hooked knife in the 
chest in a barroom fight over a $2 card game. 


American policemen have carried the cards 


lince Miranda won a landmark Supreme Court 
ruling June 13, 1966, that police must advise 
suspects of their constitutional rights at the 
time of arrest. 


Miranda himself had heard the standard 


arrest litany — "You have the right to remain 
silent, you have the right to counsel, etc " — 
when he was taken into custody in July, 1974, 
for parole violation. 


Two officers read the "Miranda card" — one 


in English, the other in Spanish — to 
Rodriguez, 23, who allegedly handed the knife 
to Miranda's killer in a brawl Saturday night 
He was booked on suspicion of murder 


Police were searching for the other suspect, 


believed to be a Mexican citizen and possibly 
an illegal alien. 


Detective Sgt. Glenn Kenner said a witness 


told police Miranda "thought they were ding a 
number on him — they were cheating him with 
the cards." The game stakes were about $2 in 
change.

, JOHANNESBURG, South Africa (UPI) - With South 
African troops reported to be disengaging from the war in 
Angola, Marxist forces appear poised for a quick and 
•tunning victory. 


The pro-Western National Union for the Total Independ- 


ence of Angola claims that it can continue to hold the 
southern front. 
* 


But many Western military observers now believe the 


Soviet-backed Popular Movement for the Liberation of 
Angola can score a knockout military success within a 
m*Wfr of weeks, perhaps before the end of February. 


This, however, would represent only phase one of the civil 


• !*™ -^ which ^ 8ideB claim there have been at least 
100,000 casualties. 


Both allied movements, the National Union and the 


National Front for the Liberation of Angola, said they will 
revert to guerrilla war if the conventional battle is lost. 


"We will never surrender to MPLA (the Popular Move- 


ment), a Soviet puppet," National Union spokesman Jorge 
Sangumba said. "This is our home, .not theirs." 


"We will defend the positions we still have, but if we lose 


those it would not be so serious," National Front Prime 
Minister Johnny Eduardo Pinnock sai(L

"Then, we will continue to poison the atmosphere and 


create around MPLA a climate of total insecurity. No one, 
and the example of the U.S.A. in Vietnam is signifcant, can 
resist the guerrilla." 


Western military observers said the allies could pursue a 


bush war in Angola — one of Africa's biggest and most 
sparsely populated nations — for years. 


"The situaton in some ways might be compared to the 


colonial era with MPLA substituting for the Portuguese and 
the two other movements again for the guerrillas," one 
observer said. 


'The MPLA like the Portuguese don't have the manpower 


to police such a large nation and crush guerrillas who have 
the support of the local population as UNITA (National 
Union) and FNLA (National Front) obviously do in their 
respective territories." 


The battlefield situation represents a complete reversal 


from only a month, ago when allied forces appeared on the 
verge of capturing the Marxist-held capital of Luanda. 


The turnaround was accomplished by a massive infusion 


of Soviet military aid, perhaps $200 million worth, the 
emergency airlift of 10,000 Cuban troops to support the 


/ Popular Movement and, finally, the loss of nerve and 


confidence of the South Africans. 


It was the miniscule South African force of 1,200 troops 


which spearheaded the National Union drive late last year 
on Luanda which almost toppled the Popular Movement. 


It has largely been the still small force of Cubans which 


has now driven the National Front out of the north and 
threatens the National Union front line in the south. 


The South African withdrawal has been greeted with relief 


in South Africa itself but commentators have been quick to 
point out future hazards if the Popular Movement is 
victorious. 


A Popular Movement victory, they noted, would mean a 


hostile Marxist government on the borders of South West 
Africa, the spread of Soviet influence in the subcontinent- 
with the resultant grave threat to South Africa itself and 
its major detente partners of Zaire and Zambia.

Bald Eagles Steal the Show 


INDIAN SHORES, Fla. 


(UPI) — Two of the star resi- 
dents at the Suncoast Seabird 
Sanctuary here aren't 
seabirds, but they give a 
Bicentennial 
touch to this 


haven for injured and helpless 
birds. 


Young American bald eagles 


named Centurion and Centen- 
nial are stealing the thunder 
[from the 160 pelicans and the 
assorted herons, gulls, cor- 
morants and other species 
'among the 600 birds at the 
sanctuary. 


Centurion is 11 months old 


and Centennial is 9 months. 
They were found at separate 
locations and times last year. 
Both were 
suffering 
from 


broken wings and were on the 
Verge of death. 
-The 
call 
went out im- 


mediately to Ralph Heath Jr., 
the 30-year-old zoologist who 
founded the sanctuary to save 
sick and injured birds and 
return them to the environ- 
ment. 
"Heath had little idea when 


he rescued his first bird, a 
crippled cormorant, in Decem- 
ber, 1971, that it was the be- 
ginning of his life's work. 
- "That's the way we got 
Started," Heath said. "It was 
purely by accident. A couple of 
days later we got a call from 
someone who had found an 
injured sea gull. Then some- 
one showed up with an injured 
pelican." 
' The sanctuary now gets as 
many as 150 calls a day. It has 
nursed hundreds of birds back 
to health and released them to 
the wild.

The sanctuary, on the Gulf 


of Mexico near St. Petersburg, 
has become a tourist attrac- 
tion. 


But to Heath it is serious 


business, a program to try to 
undo some of the wrongs man 
has done. 


"Most of the injured birds 


are victims of cruelty, and 
many fall victim to fishhooks 
and monofilament fishing 
line," Heath said. "Ninety- 
five per cent of the injuries can 
be traced to man." 


He said the two young eagles 


have responded to treatment, 
but it is still too early to know 
if either will ever fly again. 


"Overall, their condition is 


good," he said. "They are 
strong and their healing pro- 
gress is above expectations. 
But we are certainly a long 
way from being able to say 
when they will fly, if ever. But 
they are eating good and are 
coming along fine." 


Heath said it is rare for 


pelicans to mate in captivity, 
but it has happened twice at 
the sanctuary, and several oth- 
er pairs now appear about 
ready to mate. He said they 


are exchanging sticks and 
making nests, the customary 
prelude to mating. 


The eggs from the first mat- 


ing pelicans failed to hatch, 
but the second pair, Salty and 
Alexis, produced a 
male, 


which they raised and which 
has since .flown away. 


"We 'left Salty and Alexis 


alone and let them raise the 
young one just as they would 
have in the wild," Heath said. 
"We didn't want to make the 
young bird dependent on hu- 
mans. One day, when it 
reached the juvenile stage, it 
flew up to the edge of the roof, 
then to the top of a tree, and 
finally it headed south. That's 
the last we have seen of it." 


The cost of feeding the birds 


exceeds $1,000 a month, with 
a good deal more donated. 
Area veterinarians donate 
their services, and a local at- 
torney is volunteer treasurer 
for the nonprofit operation. 


Heath often lectures at no 


charge, and uses donations to 
help Fnance the sanctuary. He 
has two full-time assistants, a 
lab technician and a secretary, 
all paid, and about eight to 10 
local volunteers. 


PROVIDENCE, R.I. (UPI) 


— Dr. Glenn A. Fischer is 
working in a former hospital 
basketball court to come up 
with a chemical solution to 
give physicians a speedy and 
effective method of treating 
human leukemia. 


Fischer has worked under 


American Cancer Society 
sponsorship since 1955 to find 
a reliable way to grow the 
blood cancer cells outside the 
body. His is one of the longest 
continuous cancer 
research 


grants in the country. 


Many years ago, while af- 


filiated with Yale University, 
he perfected a method of grow- 
ing leukemia cells from mice in 
a test tube. 


His artificial medium helped 


make it possible to treat every 
form of leukemia found in 
mice and is widely used by 
researchers throughout 
the 


world. 


Working in a modern base- 


ment laboratory which pre- 
viously was the nurses' basket- 
ball court at Roger Williams 
Hospital, Fischer is testing dif- 
ferent combinations he hopes 
will allow growth of human 
leukemia cells in an artificial 
medium. 


"That's going to be it in 


human leukemia. It is going to 
cut years off of future treat- 
ment time and drug design," 
said Fischer, a silvery-haired, 
scholarly looking Ph.D. with a 
background in genetics and 
biochemistry. 


"It is long, hard work but we 


know it is right and are staying 
with it. It will be just like a 
blueprint that will tell you 
what the cells are doing in the 
individual patient." 


Development of a system to 


grow human leukemia cells 
would let researchers try dif- 
ferent combinations and 
strengths of drugs on the test 
tube samples until the proper 
treatment is found. 


"We could get the cells into 


the test tube, study them and 
do anything without embar- 
rassment to the patient. You 
would immediately know what 
to do for the individual's treat- 
ment. 


"Treatment is now a 


statistical probability based 
on the general rules of cell 
type, but one specific type of 
leukemia can affect patients 


differently," Fischer said 


To allow for proper study of 


human leukemia cells, Fischer 
says a medium must be de- 
veloped that will let them grow 
for five to 10 days. To date he 
has only been able to keep 
them alive for 24 to 48 hours. 


The search for the proper 


medium is narrowing but he 
cannot estimate when the 
breakthrough will come. 


"I am supremely confident 


that someone is going to find 
it," he said. "It is not impor- 
tant who makes the break- 
through. Just get it out so we 
aren't slowed up from the next 
step." 


When the 54-year-old re- 


searcher began his project in 
1953, he decided to concen- 
trate on leukemia because it 
"is the devastating disease. 
Cells are all over the body and 
a surgeon can't do much." 


Except for the temperature,

parents was made by the Ulster County Association for Mental Health 
but "it hasn't caught on." 


That was one of the distressing notes sounded during the recent 


public health hearing conducted by the Ulster County Department of 
Social Services on child abuse. 


To us, it seems like a solid way-to cut down on the alarming increase 


in statistics of this deplorable situation—412 children reported victims 
in 1975 compared to 281 the previous year. Who knows what the total 
will be at the end of this current year? 


Of course, as it was pointed out at that public hearing* such an 


organization would have to be started by the parents themselves. 


The Freeman solidly endorses the idea of the Mental Health 


Association and certainly hopes that troubled parents will take that 
big step to form such a group and thereby start the machinery to 
eradicate this abuse problem. 


All too often we have seen photos depicting abuse of the child. 
Let's hope that here in Ulster County steps can be taken to show 


that something can be done towards this end. And, to us, one of the 
steps would certainly be for those concerned to form this parent 
anonymous group for abusive parents.

The Action Hero 


WASHINGTON (KFS)—Wham, smash, crack, the statues of J. 


Edgar Hoover are being pulled down. The figure who was once called 
Public Hero Number One is being defaced and deplaced with the same 
energy the mob uses to destroy the effigies of fallen dictators. 


Regardless of how gratifying is the sound of ikon shards being 


crunched under foot, the anger at the man's memory doesn't explain 
his extraordinary career. The man ran the FBI for 46 years. There's 
never been a figure like him in power, fame and longevity in office. 


The explanations offered for his apotheosis from mere bureaucrat to 


immortal law enforcer are unsatisfactory. The blackmail theory won't 
wash at all. He couldn't have stayed in office so long by threatening 
to expose any president who'd dare fire him. In the first place, not 
every president is as blackmailable as a John Kennedy or a Richard 
Nixon. Secondly, blackmail material about incumbent presidents is 
totally useless. The media won't touch it. Even recently dead 
presidents get a good deal of protection. Vide how long it has taken 
for just some of the Kennedy material to trickle out. 


The second explanation is that Hoover 
Powers says Hoover "began to make his 


was politically too popular to fire. Presi- 
dents have fired heroes before. They don't 
do it often, yet Trurnan fired MacArthur 
and, and though there was a frightful 
hubbub about it, America's Old Roman 
could do nothing but retire to a grumbling 
but opulent private life. J. Edgar, how- 
ever, rose above a simple hero status to 
oeing, not merely a legend in his own 
time, but the national mythic principle of 
goodness in combat with evil. 


No other living American government 


figure has done it. The man was unique. 
Even Lincoln and Washington had to 
undergo death before deification. How 
the late FBI director did it is brilliantly 
described by Richard Gid Powers in an 
article entitled, "J. Edgar Hoover and 
The Detective Hero" (Journal of Popular 
Culture, No. IX:2, Bowling Green Univer- 
sity). 


"What Hoover did," Powers writes, 


"was to infiltrate the action detective 
story." The action detective story, as 
opposed to the Edgar Allan Poe, Ellery 
Queen, Dorothy Sayers tradition, is a 
lowerclass, more popular morality epic 
which concentrates, not on the intellec- 
tual penetration of clues, but the symbol- 
ic chase and defeat of evil by a figure 
embodying goodness.stability and virtue. 
The action hero is Nick Carter, Dick 
Tracy, Charlie Chan and James Bond. 


Hoover's propensity for arranging good 


news coverage for himself has often been 
remarked upon, but Powers is the first to 
document the man's invasion of popular 
mythology by melding himself and the 
Bureau to fiction. By the early '30s there 
was already an FBI fiction show on radio., 
named "G-Men," it began with an an- 
nouncer saying, "Calling the police! Call- 
ing the G-Men! Calling all Americans to 
war on the underworld!" 


The next radio show was "The FBI in 


Peace And War," after which came "Top 
Secrets of the FBI" and "I Was a Com- 
munist for the FBI," as well as "This Is 
Your FBI," which Hoover produced 
himself. Moving along into television, 
"The FBI" show made Efrem Zimbalist 
Jr. so much the quintessential agent that 


long-standing requirement that appli- 
cants 'look like agents' more specific: he 
began to demand that they conform to the 
'Zimmy image.' " 


Bubble Gum Heroes 


Hoover's injection of himself and his 


agency into the realm of fiction and 
imagination was purposeful. He had 
writer 
Rex Collier go through the 


Bureau's files to get material for the FBI 
comic strip, "War on Crime," which went 
along with the 1930's bubble gum card 
series called "G-Men and Heroes of the 
Law." If the kids didn't want to trade G- 
Men cards, they could study the back of 
their Post Toasties' cereal box where they 
could read about the Melvin Purvis G- 
Man G-Man Law and Order Patrol. 
Purvis was Hoover's assistant in those 
days.) 


There were movies without number. 


Powers lists the titles of some of the more 
famous ones: "You Can't Get Away with 
It," "The House on 92nd Street," "Walk 
East on Beacon" and "The FBI Story." 
There were also the pulps: G-Men Detec- 
tive Magazine, the Feds and F.B.I. Detec- 
tive magazines. 


As J. Edgar was changing himself from 


a cop and the Bureau from a humdrum 
government office into mthology, it came 
to be less and less important that the FBI 
wasn't terribly good at catching crooks. In 
fact, Hoover was never enthusiastic about 
crook catching; he resisted every effort 
from FDR's to Nixon's time to expand the 
FBI's responsibility and turn it into a 
national police force. 


He understood that the real im- 


portance of the FBI was simply to be 
eternally present, perpetually engaged in 
the heroics of good winning over evil, the 
unifying symbol of stability, family, flag 
and fair play. 


Powers quotes Hoover as once defining 


democracy as "the dictatorship of the 
collective conscience of the people." It 
was that conscience he was defending, not 
by arresting real malefactors, but being 
realer then real and bigger than big the 
only way that can he done ... by ruling 
the imagination.

Anti-Smoke Law 


Ignites Furor

MINNEAPOLIS — Neither 


the surgeon general's warning 
that is compulsorily printed on 
cigarette packages nowadays, 
nor the 
other 
efforts 
to 


enlighten people about the 
damage that smoking does to 
health, have made much of a 
dsnt in the cigarette industry 
yet. 


Signs have appeared of a 


tiny falling-out in the number 
of cigarettes smoked a head 
and 10 million people are said 
to have quit smoking in the 
last 5 years, but total con- 
sumption in the United States 
continues up. The anti-tobac- 
co campaigners are not giving 
up, but they are shifting the 
emphasis of their efforts from 
persuading smokers of the folly 
of their addiction to asserting 
the 
rights 
of non-smokers 


against them. 


Last month six sports fans 


sued the Louisiana Super- 
drome for .allowing smoking 
and 'thereby inflicting them 
with the "involuntary con- 
sumption of hazardous 
fumes." 


Some 30 states now have 


smoker-segregation laws of 
widely varying severity. By far 
the most comprehensive is the 
clean indoor air act in Minne- 
sota. Although the act has 
been six months on the books, 
its real effect will depend on 
the implementing regulations, 
and these are still being vigor- 
ously fought over. The act was 
conceived as a bill of rights for 
the three out of every four 
Minnesotans 
who do 
not 


smoke, it passed without seri- 
ous opposition, and Gov. Wen- 
dell Anderson, who detests 


tobacco himself, signed it 
gladly. 


Its general principle is to 


prohibit smoking in public 
places and at public meetings, 
except in designated areas 
that are marked "smoking per- 
mitted." At first there was a 
rush to comply in places like 
the airport terminals, govern- 
ment and university buildings 
and "family" restaurants that 
serve little or no drink.The 
general hotel and restaurant 
business went slow while its 
trade associations kept an eye 
on the drafting of the regu- 
lations. 


Some disagreeable incidents 


have occurred, as when a re- 
calcitrant restaurant pro- 
prietor designated his entire 
place as a smoking-permitted 
zone except for a protected 
table by the kitchen or the 
lavatory door. 


Union Role in Political Scene Jeopardized 


When the bigwigs of the AFL-CIO meet at Bal 


Harbour, Fla., in a couple of weeks, the unofficial 
agenda, dominating the closed sessions and the 
coffee room tete-a-tetes, will focus on the consum- 
mate nerve of a hitherto unknown tJ.S.. district 
court judge in southern California!named Leland 
Nielsen.

This brash man's ruling in a union political 


spending case has put a legal clamp on practically 
everything that labor leaders might wish to do with 
any .of their money that is forcibly collected. The 
"no-noes" cover the waterfront, whether it is put- 
ting up money for a presidential candidate or 
providing a delegate with pocket money for a 
Florida convention. 


The Nielsen decision came in something known as 


the Ellis-Fails case, in which a group of Western Air 
Lines employes and "agency shop" compulsory 
dues payers brought an action against the .Broth- 
erhood of Railway, Airline and Steamship Clerks for 
what, in the court's legal language, constitutes "a 
breach of fiduciary duty of fair representation." 
This means that the disaffected union and agency 
shop dues payers have had their rights under the 
First Amendment violated by leaders who have 
disdained asking the individual member's per- 
mission to use money politically. 


What makes the decision so intolerable to the 


unions as they are girding for the 1976 political 
campaign is the sweeping finality of Judge Nielsen's 
words. The judge allows a union to do only one thing 
with compulsorily raised money and that is to use 
it for purposes connected with collective bargaining. 


Everything else is verboten. 


Spelled Out 


The Nielsen list leaves nothing to inference. 


Unless a forced dues payer gives his express per- 
mission, his money can't be used for union organiz- 
ing and recruiting purposes. It can't be sent to 
Washington to be used either in support of or in 
opposition to pending or existing legislative meas- 
ures. It can't pay the bills for union publications in 
which substantial coverage is devoted to general 
news, recreational and social activities, political 
and legislative matters and cartoons. It can't be 
sliced up for charities. And it can't be used to pay 
for conventions in which anything beyond collective 
bargaining purposes are on the agenda. 


The odd and horrifying thing from AFL-CIO 


President George Meany's point of view is that the 
unions can't get a temporary stay by immediately 
appealing the case. Judge Nielsen's ruling is what 
is known as an interlocutory summary judgment. It 
holds as the absolute law of the land until the 
damages to the protesting ah- line workers have been 
settled. These must wait on the trial phase of the 
litigation. The whole business will surely take six 
months, and maybe eight or 10. Not until then can 
the case be appealed. 


By that time the 1976 political primaries will be 


over, and the final shape of autumn presidential 
and congressional elections will have been pretty 
much determined. Meanwhile COPE, the AFL- 
CIO's committee on political education, won't have 
any money to play with that comes without the. 
possibility of a taint. 


One-Man Barrier 


A single union member — let us say that he is a 


Ford or a Reagan man in Indiana — might, by 
threatening suit, k^ep Sen. Birch Bayh from tap- 
ping union sources for his presidential campaign. 
What the Nielsen rule will do to all those union- 
supported and union-elected members of the con- 
gressional class of 1974 as they seek re-election will, 
in my Great Aunt Hannah's words, be a caution. 


So picture, if you will, George Meany sitting on 


the veranda at Bal Harbour and puffing at his cigar. 
The cigar will have to be pretty tasteless, for Msany 
won't know how much of it comes as a freely granted 
gift of his union followers and how much represents 
dues money collected from "agency" or union shop 
people who have been forced to pay dues under peril 
of losing their jobs. 


The whole business could be solved so easily if 


' Meany would only go back to his predecessor, 
Samuel Gompers, and make unionism a strictly 
voluntary matter. But Judge Nielsen's words will 
probably have to go all the way to the Supreme 
Court, where the issue will have to be decided under 
the First Amendment. 


When that happens Justice Hugo Black's opinion, 


rendered in a split decision on an International 
Association of Machinists' case in 1961, will have 
an ominous ring for. Meany. Said Justice Black: 
".. . the constitutional question raised .in this 
case ... is bound to come back here soon with a 
record so meticulously perfect that the Court cannot 
escape deciding it."

WASHINGTON - James 


Schlesinger has been out of the 
defense department for several 
months, the military part of 
next year's budget still bears 
the marks of his ideas. This is 
due partly to the adminis- 
trative inertia of the 
Pentagon's budget system and 
partly to President Ford's need 
to protect himself against ac- 
cusations that he is weakening 
America's defenses. A rise in 
spending was also dictated by 
realities of the defense estab- 
lishment. 


Two of these realities are 


that in recent years the United 
States has spent a lot develop- 
ing new weapons, and many 
are now ready for production. 
To provide some of the money 
the navy cut down the number 
of its ships and skimped on the 
maintenance of those it had 
left. Now the time has come to 
pay the piper on both counts. 


Production of new weapons 


takes the biggest jump of all in 
the 1977 request, increasing by 
almost $6.5 billion in constant 
prices over this year's author- 
ization. There is a provision to 
start 16 ships, including a Tri- 
dent ballisti' 
missile sub- 


marine and a single destroyer 
that will cost over $800 mil- 
lion. There is money for the 
first three B-l supersonic 
strategic bombers, some small 
missiles and the first 16 of the 
F-16 fighters that the United 
States will standardize with 
Belgium, Holland, Denmark 
and Norway. 


Two things are missing. 


First, the buying of Minute- 
man 3 missiles is over; the last 
50 were included in this year's 
spending. These are America's 
only land-based missiles with 
multiple independently- 
targetable 
reentry 
vehicles 


(Mirvs). If no more are made, 
the United States will be left 
below the limit of 1,320 speci- 
fied by the Vladivostok agree- 
ment, even after completing 
its planned 10 Trident sub- 
marines. 


If, after Henry Kissinger's 


visit to Moscow, it is decided 
to build more Minutemen, the 
budget total will go up. 


The other thing omitted is 


an aircraft carrier. This has 
been the subject of a major 
hassle inside the navy, and 
indeed the entire government. 
The last navy chief, Admiral 
Elmo Zumwalt, was one of the 
few "black-shoe" officers to r. 
hold the job; that is he was a f 
seagoing man rather than a 
naval aviator. He believed I 
there was something to be said 
for small carriers, which hei 
called sea-control ships. 


Once he was out, his sue- • 


cessor, Admiral James" 
Holloway (very brown of shoe) • 
shifted the navy back to think-1 
ing about big carriers. But _ 
Schlesinger wondered if a |

billion). 


By and large the conven- 


tional forces remain almost 
constant, as dees the number 


of men and women in uniform. 
(The navy gains 12,000; the air 
force loses 13,000.) But it ia 
planned to cut out some 26,000 
civilian jobs, many of them by 
closing bases. 


Research and development 


are up only slightly. Under 
this heading the most money 
would be spent on the three 
versions of the strategic cruise 
missile, the B-l bomber, the F- 
16, the Trident submarine, the 
army's XM-1 tank and a new 
fighter bomber for the navy, 
the F-18. 


All in all, the proposed 1977 


budget asks for $112.7 billion, 
up (in constant dollars) about 
$7.2 billion over this year's 
figure. This represents the first 
sharp real increase (1976 was 
up only about $2 billion) since 


the height of the Vietnam war. 


Future spending projections 


follow closely the plan Schles- 
inger outlined to Congress last 
year, which included increases 
in real spending of some 4 per 
cent a year.

In the bsck of many oldsters' 


minds is a fear of being ill and 
living alone or of living with a 
spouse who cannot provide 
care and attention at home. 
There is the frightening 
thought of being institu- 
tionalized away from one's 
home, family and friends with 
the loss of one's identity, 
dignity 
and 
independence. 


The recent scandalous dis- 
closures of conditions in many 
nursing homes has further ac- 
celerated this fear. 


But is confinement in a nurs- 


ing home or hospital always 
necessary? Unfortunately, too 
few people know there is a free 
Home Health Care service 
available under Social 
Security's Medicare program 
which can forestall and some- 


times even eliminate the need 
to wind up in a nursing home 
or a hospital. 


1 read many newspapers, 


magazines, 
pamphlets 
and 


other material from HEW and 
other government agencies. I 
thought 1 knew almost every- 
thing important relating to the 
older generation. But I confess 
I learned only recently about 
Home Health Care Service 
which is available free of 
charge to Medicare patients. 
Many of us (and count me in) 
seldom read the fine print in 
contracts or insurance policies, 
and, in this case, the 62-page 
booklet called "Your Medicare 
Handbook" issued by HEW 
and available without charge 
at Social Security and other 
government offices. 


During the past few years in 


many states, including New 
York, California, Pennsylva- 
nia and Florida, non-profit 
agencies funded under the So- 
cial Security Act for Medicare 
patients supply many medical 
and personal care services in 
the patient's home under Med- 
icare regulations and in coop- 
eration with the patient's per- 
sonal physician. Florida alone 
has approximately 35 such 
non-profit Home Health Agen- 
cies in operation. 


It is NOT necessary to have 


been hospitalized in order to 
receive home health care ser- 
vices in your home. Anyone, 
including the patient himself, 
a member of his family or his 
physician may request these 
services but it must be done in 
cooperation with the patient's 
physician. 


Under Medicare A (where 


the patient has been hospi- 
talized) he is entitled to 200 
home care visits in a year. 
Under Medicare B . (where 
there is no prior hcspi- 
talization) 100 visits. There is 
. NO CHARGE to the patient 
for these services that are ap- 
proved by the patient's physi- 
cian because it is funded by 
Medicare. 


There is one provision, how- 


ever. The patient must have 
met his $60 deductible. Also to 
be eligible for free home care, 
a patient must be under the 
care of his personal physician. 
And with the ever-spiraling 
cost of physicians' fees, in all 


probability this $60 already Team." Frequent conferences 
would have-been met.

home care visits and services 
are free of any charge. Here are 
the free services that are avail-

nursing care, 


physical therapy, speech ther- 
apy, occupatioal therapy, res- 
piratory therapy, home nurs- 
ing aides, medical social work 
counseling, nutritional gui- 
dance and medical supplies 
and equipment. 


The staffs of these non-profit 


agencies are skilled in their 
particular fields and function 
as members of a "Treatment 


with 


the'common goal - the physj. 
cal, mental and social well- 
being of the patient. Anyone 
eligible .under Medicare re- 
gardless of economic status is 
entitled 
to these services. 


There also are incidentals cov- 
ered such as cooking meals, 
bathing, incidental household 
chores, etc., but these are 
available only where the pa- 
tient needs skilled nur-ing or 
therapy. After 60 days of home 
care, the doctor must re-certity 
the need for continued home 
care service. 


Where a patient is in need ol 


custodial care, which in their 
parlance means constant or 
24-hour care, the Home Health 


" Agency which is providing the 


aforementioned services, then 
will assist the patient in find- 
ing ' suitable placement and 
follow-up care. 
_ 
. 


We hear reports about bociai 


Security gradually going 
broke. It costs Medicare about 
S125 a day to keep a patient- 
hospitalized and a substantial 
amount to keep him in a nurs- 
ing home. The expense lor the 
Horn Care Service costs Medi- 
care about $'25 a day. Patients 
could be released from hospi- 
tals sooner or, in some cases, 
even avoid having to go into a 


hospital or nursing' home'if 
this Home Care Service we're 
made known and available." 


A word Of advice: If someone 


needs this Home Care Service, 
even your doctor may not be 
familiar with it. So let-your 
fingers do the walking through 
the yellow pages of your' tele- 
phone book to the section 
listed 
under nursing. - But 


make sure you contact the 
ones that say "Non-profit" 
and "Under Medicare and So- 
cial Security."

Low Protein Diet Can Be Dangerous 


School Eye Tests Inadequate 


By Joanne Koch 


Eight-year-old Ruth, a 


bright, active child dreaded 
school. She particularly 
shunned reading and drawing 
and couldn't wait to burst out 
of the classroom, don her play- 
clothes and spend the rest of 
the afternoon outside. Ruth 
complained of headaches now 
and then but her mother 
thought that was just an ex- 
cuse to stay home from school. 
It never occurred to Ruth's 
mother that Ruth might have 
a vision problem. She was un- 
der the impression that Ruth's 
eyes had been checked at 
school. 


What Ruth's mother and 


lots of other parents don't 
know is that school eye tests 
are grossly inadequate. The 
familiar eye chart examination 
tests only for sharpness of vi- 
sion at a distance. It does not 
check for problems in seeing at 
close range or defects in coor- 
dination of the two eyes, or 
other vision impairments. 


These are not the opinions of 


a few scattered optometrists 
but the collective view of th 
American Optometric Associa- 
tion. The group reminds pa- 
rents to be on the lookout for 
symptoms of vision dif- 
ficulties. 


The changes in behavior 


may be obvious — such as com 
plaints of dizziness, nausea or 
headaches after studying. But 
they are just as likely to be 
subtle — a slight squint or 
forward thrust of the head. 


and inability to concentrate on 
a visual task, a strong prefer- 
ence for outdoor activities. 


A child who trips or falls 


over objects frequently or one 
who performs poorly on ac- 
tivities such as reading or col- 
oring, activities which require 
visual concentration within 
arm's length, may be in need 
of a comprehensive vision ex- 
amination. 


The cost of such an ex- 


amination ranges from S15 to 
S35 — more than a Ken or GI 
Joe doll, but less than a Big 
Wheel. Unlike the purchase of 
toys, clothes or treats, or even 
books on how to increase your 
child's I.Q.. this is one invest- 
ment that could dramatically 
alter your child's potential. 


Don't wait for your son or 


daughter to complain about 
not seeing clearly. While some 
children may realize they have 
vision problems, most people 
— young and old alike — 
simply don't know they are not 
seeing as well as they could. 
Some vision difficulties are 
treated by vision therapy rath- 
er than eye glasses. But if 
glasses are prescribed, choose 
a pair which appeals to your 
child. Otherwise they simply 
won't be worn. 


Now that you are aware of 


the failings of the typical 
school eye exam, you may 
want to alert yourself to the 
signs and symptoms of vision 
problems,

cases of children who over- 
come their vision handicaps or 
are pushed to greater heights 
by them. At the age ol six, 
James Thurber was hit in the 
eye by an arrow during a game 
of "William Tell." With a 
glass left eye and a poorly 
functioning right eye, Thurber 
went on to create Wlter Mitty 
and a series of loyal dogs, 
beleagured husbands and ov- 
erbearing wives thai made 
people laugh out loud in the 
midst of the Great Depression. 


We don't know how much 


this early handicap had to do 
with his later greatness. What 
we do know is that if Thurber's 
mother had taken him to a 
specialist before his good eye 
was weakened, Thurber would 
have avoided a liie ol poor 
vision and finally total blind- 
ness. His mother's ignorance 
m a y 
have h e i g h t e n e d 


Thurber's comic vision, but it 
virtually ruined his ability to 
see. If he had the choice to 
make, which would he have 
chosen?

The first group includes those 
who live mostly on fruits and 
nuts, and regard all animal 
food as physically degenerat- 
ing and morally debasing. 


The second group objects to 


eating anima! flesh, eiUier for 
religious or moral reasons, but 
includes all vegetable foods, in 
addition to fruits and nuts. 
The third group is composed of 
dieters known as "lacto-vege- 
tarians," that is, they are per- 
mitted all vegetable foods plus 
milk, milk products and eggs, 
although no animal 'flesh, 
either because of sentimental 
reasons or because of a false 
notion that a meatless diet 
makes for better health. 


Large Quantities Needed 
In the first two groups — 


those eating nothing except 
fruits and nuts, and those eat- 
ing these foods together with 
all vegetables — enormous 
quantities of plant foods must 
be consumed to provide even a 
minimum of the body's daily 
protein requirement. After a 
time, the human digestive 
tract is likely to have trouble 
taking care of so much bulk. 


The "lacto-vegetarians" are 


merely non-meat eaters. Since 
they are obtaining high-grade 
protein from eggs, cheese and 
other milk products, theirs is 
by far the safest vegetarian 
diet, providing they are careful . 
to supply their bodies with the 
minerals and vitamins, in con- 
centrated form, which they 
miss by not eating fish, poultry 
or red meats. 


One predjudice against meat 


grew up in the old days when 
a mistaken theory was ad- 
vanced that "dangerous and 
toxic effects of putrefying bac- 
teria in the lower intestine" 
was a result of eating meat. 
Nothing, of course, could be

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Seattle — Maybe in 1977 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Seattle is a hop, skip and one big 


jump away from fielding a major league baseball team in 
1977. 


The hop, skip and jump represent the three conditions the 


American League has placed on a prospective Seattle group 
which must be met before the league will expand to a 13th 
team. The conditions were outlined in a special league 
meeting Saturday. 


The hop is the Lester Smith-Danny Kaye group reaching 


an agreement with the league on the purchase price of the 
franchise; the skip is the Smith-Kaye group securing a lease 
on a stadium; and the one big jump is a dismissal in the 
multi-million dollar lawsuit underway in Seattle against the 
American League for depriving the city of its initial team. 


The American League presented the three conditions to 


Smith, who was in New York representing the six-man group 
seeking to bring major league baseball back to Seattle. Other 
members of the group include actor Danny Kaye and Seattle 
businessmen Walter Schoenfeld, Stan Golub, Jim Walsh 
and Jim Stillwell. 


Smith remained noncommital about the possibility of his 


group meeting the American League conditions, comment- 
ing, "There are a fair number of contingencies in this. There 
are legal ramifications and accounting to be worked out." 


Although the principals made it sound as if the expansion 


offer was a sudden move, the American League had 
disclosed its plans to offer the franchise to Seattle two weeks 
ago at the baseball meetings in Phoenix when it endorsed 
the recommendation of the joint league planning committee 
for expansion 


The Amencan League's plan to expand stems directly 


from the millivv-dollar lawsuit currently being fought in a 
Seattle court as a result of the shifting of the Seattle Pilots 
to Milwaukee in 1970.

MacPhail and Lindstrom 


NEW YORK (UPI) - The late Larry MacPhail, one 


of baseball's most colorful and bombastic innovators, 
and Fred Lindstrom, a hard-hitting third baseman with 
the New York Giants during the 1920's and "30's, are the 
best bets to be named to the Hall of Fame Monday by 
a vote of the Veterans Committee. 


The Veterans Committee, which makes its Hall of 


Fame selections independent of the Baseball Writers 
Association of America, votes on players who have been 
retired for than 20 years, executives, managers and 
umpires. They are permitted to name only two players 
per year to the hall. 


Besides the 70-year old Lindstrom, who compiled a .311 


lifetime batting average over 13 major league seasons, 
other ex-players with good chances of being named by 
the Veterans Committee include Roger Connor, one of the 
first home run kings of baseball prior to the turn of the 
centurj; Ernie Lombardi, a slugging catcher with the 
Cincinnati Heds during the 1930's; Hack Wilson, who 
still holds the major league-one season RBI record; and 
Jimmy Dykes, the pepperpot third baseman of Connie 
Mack's championship Philadelphia Athletics teams in 
the 1920's. 


MacPhail, who introduced night baseball, pension 


programs and numerous ballpark promotions during his 
stormy stewardships with the Reds, Brooklyn Dodgers 
and New York Yankees, died last year at the age of 85. 
He produced 
pennant winners at Cincinnati and 


Brooklyn and won a World Championship with the 
Yankees before quitting the game in 1947. 


Under the manager-coach category, the Veterans will 


quite likely take a close look at the accomplishments of 
Al Lopez, the former pilot of the Cleveland Indians and 
Chicago White Sox, while the umpire given best chance 
of selection is John "Beans" Reardon, an arbitor in the 
National League for 24 years. 


All told, the Veterans Committee has elected 68 


players, 10 executives, six managers and three umpires 
to the Hall of Fame. 


The Baseball Writers, which 12 days ago named 


pitchers Robin Roberts and Bob Lemon to the shrine, 
votes only on players who have been retired for at least 
five years but no more than 20. The BBWAA has been 
much more selective in its Hall of Fame choices, naming 
only 36 players since 193fi. Both the BBWAA and the 
Veterans Committee follow the same guidelines for 
election in that a player must receive 75 per cent of the 
vote in order to gain admittance to the Hall.

MIAMI (UPI) — Judy Rankin says she has always been 


a slow starter on the LPGA tour, but it was really depressing 
when she took an eight on the first hole of 1976. 


At the beginning of the $40,000 Burdines Invitational Golf 


Classic last Friday, she drilled a seven iron so deep into a 
sand trap she couldn't find the ball. After finally locating 
it, her sand shot went straight up and hit her club on the 
way down for a penalty stroke. 


"What a way to start off my year. I was really depressed," 


she said. 


But she rallied that day for a 73, added a 69 Saturday and 


on Sunday shot a wind-blown 71 to win the tournament's 
35,700 first prize. 


It was her first victory in Florida and her first so early in 


the season.

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HFA Chief Denies Money Woes 


ALBANY (UPI) — A report by the chairman of the state's 


financially troubled Housing Finance Agency seemingly con- 
tradicts findings by state auditors that the agency is having 
difficulty raising funds to meet its commitments. 


HFA Chairman Joseph H. Murphy notes that "despite 


adverse market conditions, HFA as been able to meet all 
scheduled debt service payments in the past fiscal year on a 
timely basis." 


However, some of the financial problems detailed by the 


Department of Audit and Control a week earlier are revealed 
iiAhe footnotes of the agency's annual report — a colorful, slick 
publication made public Friday. 


In order to try to restore investor confidence and regain access 


to-the money markets for the agency, Murphy proposed that 
the legislature: 


— Appropriate a $40 million loan to the agency to retire 


outstanding bond anticipation notes. In essence, the state 
would finance the completion of certain programs for which the 
HFA is unable to borrow. 


— Appropriate $30 million to create a bond reserve insurance 


fund so that the HFA would have immediate access, without 
need for further legislative action, to money to replenish reserve 
funds required by law. 


!iA report Jan. 26 by state Comptroller Arthur Levitt noted 
that two HFA projects, Co-op City and Rochdale Village in 
New York City, had defaulted on payment of their debt service 
due to rent strikes by tenants in the public housing projects. 


•A footnote in the HFA's 68-page report said a default by 


Riverbay Corp., the public benefit corporation building Coop 
City, was "preciptiated by the withholding of carrying charges 
by certain eooperators." Rochdale defaulted Nov. 1, 1974, and 
was not mentioned by name in the report. 


The Levitt report said Starrett City, another HFA project, 


was substantially complete, but a year after the project started 
renting, only 1,508 of 5,881 apartments had been rented. 


State auditors suggested substantial rent increases would be 


necessary to produce revenues to rqeet debt service obligations, 
and noted that "the ability of these tenants to meet rent 
increases ... may be limited." 


HFA, 
using later information, said 1,800 out of 3,000 


completed units were rented and an additional 2,900 units were 
to be completed by early 1976. 


"The present occupancy level will provide sufficient funds for 


payment of interest on currently outstanding long-term 
bonds," the HFA said, adding that "until a project is financed 
by long-term bonds, the agency does not require principal 
payments on its loans to housing companies." 


Levitt's auditors said 44 of the agency's 71 projects did not 


have revenues adequate to fully meet their reserve fund 
requirements and portions of their debt service, and only 18 
had met all fiscal equirements on a current basis. 


The HFA footnoted that the agency had had to draw down 


on the reserve fund to meet payments due Nov. 1, 1975, and 
said "failure of the state to replenish the fund by March 31, 
1976, would constitute an event of default under the Non-Profit 
Housing Project Bond Resolution."

for the riflemen wading ashore, 
a.= jn the Pacific Islands of 
vVorld War II, in a world of 
heavy tanks and laser-aimed 
artillery. 


In a report entitled "Where 


Does the Marine Corps Go 
from Here?" the Brookings re- 
searchers said 
the Marine 


Corps has been primarily an 
amphibious force, yet the last 
opposed amphibious landing 
was at Inchon. Korea, in 1950. 


"In an era of shrinking pro- 


spects for direct U.S. military 
intervention abroad, the need 
for the Corps' principal mis- 
sion — amphibious warfare —- 
is less apparent than in the 
past," they said. 


"Moreover, Marine divisions 


lack the power and mobility 
required for war against this 
nation's most powerful and 
likely adversaries."

"would carry his challenge to Nadjari's jurisdiction 
beyond State Supreme Court if necessary, and would 
probably refuse to testify even if the courts uphold the 
special prosecutor."

Hugh L. Carey, said in the interview he was not told in 
advance about the Nadjari subpoenas. "I never had any 
sense of an inquiry until I was served with the subpoena 
in late December," he said.

Debate: Pay-as-You-Go, 
Or an Inalienable Right?

Squatters rights has taken on a new meaning 


with many state legislators in this bicentennial 
year. 


Throughout the land, statehouse solons are 


experiencing only limited success in rescuing 
what some consider an inalienable right — the 
use a public toilet free of charge. 


Many believe pay toilets represent the same 


type of oppressive taxation which led to the 
ouster of the powder-wigged British gentlemen 
and their water closets 200 years ago. 


"It's a disb7ace for a civilized society to 


charge people to perform a natural function," 
said C.F. Cline, a Sikeston, Mo., state repre- 
sentative sponsoring legislation to ban pay 
toilets. 


The most dramatic legislative success against 


pay toilets occurred in New York, where the 


state supreme court recently rejected argu- 
ments of the Nik-0-Lok Co., a national dis- 
tributor of pay toilet equipment. 


"The availability of toilet facilities is a 


legitimate concern of the government and ac- 
cess to such facilities by the public is a 
necessity," wrote New York Justice Edward 
Conway. 


The law was sponsored by State Sen. Karen 


Burstein of New York City, who said she was 
forced to search for a dime for 40 minutes when 
she encountered a locked stall in a hotel. "It 
was ghastly," she said. 


In Nevada, where slot machines are a dime 


a dozen, the legislature in 1975 outlawed pay 
toilets. It turned out there was only one such 
facility in the entire state, at the Reno airport. 


No one seemed to miss it.

Violent Crime Up in Area

KINGSTON 


Robberies committed in Ulster County during 1975 


jumped nearly 30 per cent over the previous year, and the 
number of rapes reported skyrocketed with a 50 per cent 
increase, a Freeman survey on serious crime indicates. 


Area law enforcement authorities interviewed following 


the compilation of statistics provided by the Kingston Police 
Department, New York State Police and Ulster County 
Sheriffs Department expressed strong concern over the 
increase in violent crimes, particularly robberies.

"Of all crimes on the increase, the one that really is 


frightening is robbery, said Michael Lisman, Senior BCI 
Investigator with the Hurley State Police. He noted that an 
increase in the number of robberies also means a potential 
increase in homicides. 


"If the victim resists and the robber panics, you could well 


have a homicide," said James Fitzgerald, Ellenville State 
Police senior BCI investigator. 


The fact that homicides (including justifiable homicides, 


but excluding criminal negligent homicides) also increased 
by nearly 30 per cent from 1974 to 1975 is not, however, 
considered indicative of the apparent upswing in violent 
crime, partially because of the relatively small number of 
cases involved and partially because of the plethora of 
factors that can result in a homicide. 


Nevertheless, there is "very definitely" a trend upward in 


the number of homicides in the county over the past several 
years, according to District Attorney Francis J Vogt 


Both Sheriff Thomas F. May one and Fitzgerald suggested 


that the increase in robberies could well be due to greater 
difficulty criminals may be having in obtaining what they 
would consider a fair return on property (not cash) taken 
in burglaries and the like. 


"They are interested in money and in getting it fast," 


commented Mayone, noting that robbery is a way for 
criminals to get cash quickly. The sheriff also noted that 
many may feel they are somewhat immune from capture or 
conviction as a result of current laws. 


The significant jump in the number of rapes is considered 


by most to be mainly a reflection of changes in laws and 
the public attitude toward rapes, and not necessarily as the 
result of an actual increase in rape. 


Vogt noted that the elimination of the absolute necessity 


for corroboration of the victim's testimony and limits placed 
on cross examination of victims in rape cases has made 
women more willing to come forward and report the sexual 
attacks. 


Both the district attorney and Fitzgerald emphasized, 


however, that a large proportion of the rapes reported 
stemmed from incidents in which female hitchhikers or 
women giving rides to male hitchhikers were involved. 


Burglaries last year continued to far outdistance the 


number of other serious crimes reported, although there was 
a slight decrease from 1974, a decrease which some found 
surprising and which others said was indicative of nothing. 


In the City of Kingston where burglaries dropped sharply 


from 344 reported in 1974 to 298 in 1975, the decrease was 
attributed partially by Police Chief Julius M. Classman to 
the pmssibility that some persons who committed a large 
number of burglaries were jailed during 1975. 


An increase in the number of grand larceny cases during 


1975 was mainly attributed to the economic situation. 


It should be noted that statistics in the accompanying 


table reflect the number of cases under each category 
reported to the state police in Ulster County and the 
Kingston Police Department for 1974 and 1975, as well as 
the Ulster County Sheriffs Department for only 1975. 
Sheriffs department statistics for 1974 were not available. 
The numbers presented do not include cases reported to 
other police departments in the county, although in most 
instances such cases of serious crime would be referred to 
and carried in the statistics of one of the three major 
departments included in the survey.
